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CASH  RECEIPTS,  J AHUABT-HOVEHEER  1952 


Farmers  receiTed  a  total  of  y3,l  billion  dollars  from 
marketings  during  the  first  11  months  of  1952,  slightly  more 
than  they  received  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1951* 
Pri  oes  of  farm  products  averaged  h  percent  lower  than  last 
year,  but  the  volume  of  marketings  was  up  5  percent. 

Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  all  production  items  during 
the  first  11  months  of  1952  averaged  3  percent  higher  than  in 
1951*    Although  farmers'  total  gross  income  is  setting  another 
new  record  this  year,  higher  costs  of  production  are  holding 
their  realized  net  income  at  or  a  little  below  last  year's 
level  of  lU.3  billion  dollars. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
totaled  17  billion  dollars  through  November,  6  percent  below 
last  year  because  of  lower  average  prices.    Becelpts  from 
meat  animals  were  down  9  percent,  as  substantially  lower  aver- 
age prices  more  than  offset  a  ^-percent  Increase  in  marketings. 
Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  down  6  percent,  mainly  be- 
cause of  lower  prices  for  eggs.    Bat  dairy  receipts  were  up  5 
percent  because  of  higher  prices. 

Crop  receipts  in  the  11-month  period  were  13.1  billion 
dollars,  13  percent  more  than  last  year,  reflecting  slightly 
higher  average  prices  and  substantially  larger  marketings. 
The  Increase  was  mostly  in  cotton,  wheat,  potatoes,  corn,  and 
truck  crops. 

Cash  receipts  in  October 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  October,  the  sea- 
sonal peak,  totaled  U.l  billion  dollars,  up  13  percent  from 
the  previous  month  but  down  3  percent  from  October  1951*  Re- 
ceipts from  livestock  and  products  were  1.3  billion  dollars, 
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7  percent  above  the  previous  month  because  of  larger  marketings, 
"but  13  percent  "below  a  year  earlier  because  of  lower  average 
prices.    October  crop  receipts  of  2.3  billion  dollars  were  19 
percent  above  September  because  of  seasonally  larger  marketings. 
They  were  also  7  percent  larger  than  in  October  1951  because  of 
a  combination  of  higher  average  prices  and  increased  volume. 

Cash  receipts  in  November 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  November  were 
around  3-5  billion  dollars,  down  lh  percent  from  October  and 
about  h  percent  from  a  year  ago.    Prices  of  farm  products  aver- 
aged slightly  lower  than  in  October,  and  marketings  were  also 
seasonally  smaller.    Compared  with  November  a  year  ago,  an  8- 
percent  drop  in  average  prices  was  only  partly  offset  by  a  larger 
volume  of  sal.es. 

November  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
were  approximately  1.6  billion  dollars,  7  percent  less  than  in 
October  and  8  percent  below  November  1951*    Crop  receipts  in 
November  were  about  1.9  billion  dollars,  19  percent  less  than 
the  month  before,  reflecting  seasonally  smaller  marketings.  They 
were  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  as  larger  marketings  were  off- 
set by  lower  average  prices.
